Bazuio, P. I., April 9, 1907. 


My Dear Grandparents— 


Here I am at Mrs. Kelly's, where 


wo are to board until our own house 
is built, and now that the long trip 
is dVer it is difficult to realize that 
I am so far away from home, thought 
while I was traveling for such a long 
time I realized it emphatically. 


I hardly know where to begin in 


telling you of my experiences. 
They 


have been most interesting and de- 
lightful with the exception of the sea 
sickness. 


Mr. and Mrs. Anthony, the Walde- 


graves, Deej)Minier and Kitty made 
my stay in British Columbia pleasant 
and 
my leave ta"king lean forlorn 


than 
it would have been without 


them. 


On the boat there was a very pleas- 


ant party, and Mr. Kitt (the first 
officer) made it interesting in many 
ways. 
The stop at Honolulu of one 


day was not long enough. 
It seemed 


like'a fairyland to mo and a month 
would bo none too long to see all 
the things of interest there.

as tn the plans and 
reliction nf 


things for our hi .use, ao wo did much 
trotting urmuid ordering f u r n i l uir, 
tints for the wall.-,, etc., and 
i-njoye'l 


it thoroughly. 
Tin- lumber 
etr., 


are ordered and we hope to Kel into 
a home of i.ur own in about two 
mouthc. 
In the meantime we are 


boarding with some .Americans (Mr. 
and Mrs. Kelley) who have a pleasant 
place about one and one-half miles 
from the mine. 
We left the cocoa- 


nut groves and most of the lowland 
tropical vegetation far behind us as 
we climbed, over a fine stage road, 
5000 feet to Bazuio, and here we 
have a typical California mountain 
climate, surrounded by pine forests 
and range after range of mountains. 


The view is glorious from here and 


the air cool and invigorating. 
At 


the mine we shall be 1000 feet lower. 


Mrs. Kelly has two Pilipino'maids 


from a convent in Manila and so 
many Jgarote boys that I have not yet 
learned their number. 
Our breakfast 


is served to us in our room every 
morning, and we are not permitted 
' to do anything for ourselves except 
I breathe, so you see I urn in a fair 
, way to get lazy by the time I return. 
, 
Mrs. 
Kelly has many beautiful 


(things, such as dishes, linens, orna- 
ments, etc., and lives surprisingly 
well. 
Always soup, salad, meat and 


three or four vegetables and fruit at 
tiffin and dinner, with chocolate or 
coffee on tap at any hour of the day. 
Her servants are well trained and 1 
am glad of this opportunity for ob- 
serving her methods with the natives 
before I begin trying to handle them 
rnyeolf. 


The mine is showing up finely and 


they have ordered a duplicate mill 
from Han Francisco. 
Even with this 


small one they have been more than 
making 
mining expenses for some 


months and Clyde says with the other 
they will soon pay for all machinery, 
etc., which has been put in.

Clyde is trying to keep the average

THE FIRST PIE PLATES. 


They Were Made by the German 


Potter* of Philadelphia. 


The first pie plates were made early 


In the eighteenth century by the Ger 
man potters who settled in Philadel- 
phia. 


After the clay wns prepared it was 


«ut into small pieces by means of a 
brass wire and taken to the work- 
bench to be made Into plates. 


The clay was roughly beaten Into a 


•flattened form looking like a colossal 
buckwheat cake. This was rolled out 
Into a thin sheet with a roller much 
like a rolling pin, and then a disk 
•cutter was used to cut it into circu- 
lar pieces of the required diameter. 
This bat, as It was called, was then 
laid on a board until partly dry and 
-wae then decorated. 


The slip decoration was applied by 


-means of a slip cnp, an earthen vease! 


-with goose quills Inserted into the 
•openings, through which the liquid 
*lip was made to trickle over the ware 
In a variety of patterns, Just as Icing 
is applied to cake at the present time 
The slip mixture was of a creamy col- 
or made of white clay and water.
